and constant is the 
demand 
from 


shippers for cars, that conditions have 
developed which seems to justify the 
conclusion that the shortage of equip- 
ment will probably continue indefinite- 
ly. 
An actual car famine has prac- 


tically already begun, and unless there 
Is unexpected Improvement, a repeti- 
tion of last winter's experience, when 
the high tide of activity arrives, ap- 
pears inevitable, notwIthsVnding- the 
number of new rolling- stock and in- 
creased yard facilities acquired since 
then by the various roads. In a large 
measure this early shortage Is due to 
the larg-er grain movement that was 
delayed by the extraordinary amount 
of other freight which had to be dis- 
posed of earlier In the season.

BOWERS MASION—A 


HISTORICAL STRUCTURE 


After Decades of Decay the Day 


for Restoration Has at 


Last Arrived. 


Did the enchantment of moonlight 


ever pass from you at dawn? 
Has 


an hour's delectable vision ever faded 
at the touch of an ignoble disenchant- 
er? 
If not, you are not possessed of 


that delicacy of feeling1 that 
Is to 


strength of character as the vibrating 
nerve is to the cloddish flesh. 


The bite of a mosquito has ruined 


many a poem that would have lived, 
the winging of a raven across the sky 
has oftentimes prevented the painting 
of a sunset plcsture that would have 
been hung- In the galleries of art. 


Thus It is that in the garish day 


the writer is unable to paint In words 
the picture he saw last night when the 
harvest moon leaped from the hills 
and touched the lake with silver, gave 
to the mists of evening a beauty that 
quivered with passion, lulled the soul 
unrest of the watcher and made of 
night a thing of wordless beauty.

The hour was midnight and the view 


reached out from an ivy mantled win- 
dow of the old mansion, builded by 
one that knew not that he was giving 
to Nevada what it has never otherwise 
possessed, an indistructable monument 
to the days of the argonauts. 


The palace built by'that uninten- 


tional -agont of arc, one Sandy Bowers, 
is not the' less historic, not the less 
beautiful because its 
architect 
and 


builder was an unlettered, egotistic 
person who bought books for their il- 
luminated covers, paintings for 
their 


gilded frames. Sandy Bowers' man- 
sion is not the less a palace of beauty 
and an historic monument because the 
wife of its builder was and is an ig- 
norant, superstitious woman, 
whose 


gullibility was only exceeded by her 
later efforts to delude her even less 
worthy patrons with claims to "second 
sight, clairvoyan powers," or whatever 
you may please to term the chicanery 
by which delusive mortals are separ- 
ated from their money by old women 
who have black cats and trances. 


The spirit oC Nevada, the soul of the 


State used the hands of Sandy Bow- 
ers v.herewith to fashion an eternal 
monument. 
So long as its granite 


walls shall stand, so long will the sil- 
ver era of the Battle Born State have 
an abiding monument and a remem- 
brance. 


It does not take from the old man- 


sion a whit of its historic value to 
speak truly of its builders. 1C the writer 
minded he might touch upon an epoch, 
that of the diminishing of the Bosvers' 
fortune in which hitherto unpublished 
things Vvould be truthfully said of the 
remaining living representative of the 
family, without Impairing the beauty 
of hallowing moonlight upon the struc- 
ture, but it is needless. There is a cer- 
tain amount of maudlin sympathy felt 
and expressed for the- Washoe Seress 
and it is just as well to allow It 
to 


remain undisturbed. 


One hundred times and more have 


appeared in magazines and daily press 
untruthful tales oC the mansion and 
its builders. Sandy Bowers has been 
made in all but name an ethereal crea- 
ture who lived for sweet Art's sake, 
who died in the flesh that he might 
live forever In poetry and song as the 
incarnate exponent of that selfsame 
Art. 


If the truth were told Sandy Bow- 


ers as his name might indicate, was an 
accident of blind fortune, the recip- 
ient of a fortune that was unthink- 
ingly dissipated. He builded well, but 
that was because he showered, money 
upon those who were poor in the goods 
of the world but wealthy in the pos- 
session of that which is unpermittefl 
to "the man with the hoe." 


* The Parian marbles were the cre- 


ation of geniuses, not of the Sandy 
Bowers through whose ringers pass- 
ed the treasures of the Oomstock.
